IMPORTANCE  of  the  Dead 
Sea  scrolls  to  Latter-day  Saint 
doctrines  will  be  discussed  Sun- 
day on  the  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity weekly  television  show, 
“Discovery."  The  discussion  will 
be  led  by  Dr.  Hugh  Nibley, 
BYU  religion  professor. 

The  scrolls  are  ancient  Jew- 
ish writings  first  found  by  no- 
mad Arabs  in  caves  by  the  Dead 
Sea  in  Palestine.  They  have 
been  the  subject  of  study  by 
Bible  scholars  and  historians, 
and  parts  of  the  writings  on  the 
scrolls  are  included  in  the  new 
Revised  Version  of  the  Bible. 

Dr.  Nibley  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  BYU  religion  facul- 
ty will  discuss  the  scrolls  from 
the  point  of  view  of  what  they 
mean  to  LDS  people  and  how 
they  confirm  and  prove  the 
Book  of  Mormon  in  both  con- 
tent and  literary  style. 

THE  PANEL  will  discuss  the 
attitude  and  views  of  the  LDS 
Church  on  the  authenticity  and 
value  of  the  scrolls  and  present 
the  problems  and  questions  the 
scrolls  create  for  Bible  scholars. 

“Discovery”  is  scheduled  for 
Sunday  noon  on  Channel  5, 
KSL-TV,  according  to  producer 
Owen  Rich.  The  director  of  the 
half-hour  program  is  Alden , 
Richards.  The  Sunday  program 
will  be  the  first  of  two  programs 
devoted  to  Dr.  Nibley  and  the 
Dead  Sea  scrolls  discussion. 

• “Discovery”  is  a BYU-spon- 
sored  show  whih  was  estab- 
lished to  show  the  University  at 
work.  During  the  two  years  the 
show  has  been  broadcast,  most 
departments  and  subjects  taught 
in  the  University  have  been 
presented  on  the  program. 

THE  PROGRAM  tries  to  pre- 
sent to  the  public  the  new  dis- 
coveries and  developments  in 
all  fields  made  by  science  and 
culture,  according  to  Producer 
Rich.  Following  the  Dead  Sea 
scrolls  discussion,  “Discovery” 
will  present  a program  prepared 
by  the  chemistry  department  at 
BYU.
